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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . In response to the office action from 6/13/2008, the applicant has submitted an 
Amendment After Final, filed 9/9/2008, amending the independent claims to incorporate subject 
matter previously indicated as being allowable and arguing to traverse the previous art rejection 
with respect to this incorporated subject matter (Amendment, Pages 12-14). Applicant's 
arguments have been fully considered and claims 1, 3-6, and 9-26 are allowable over the prior art 
of record for the below given reasons for allowance. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, 3-6, and 9-26 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to independent Claims 1, 3, 11, 15, and 17 the prior art of record, taken 
individually or in combination, fails to explicitly teach or fairly suggest, either alone or in 
combination, a method and system for presenting synthesized speech corresponding to electronic 
program guide (EPG) text, wherein a server contains converted EPG speech generated from text 
(i.e., a spoken version of the displayed text, specification, paragraph [0020]), stores the speech 
files (specification, paragraph [0033]), receives a request for a portion of the EPG text and 
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associated speech for a specific time interval (specification, paragraphs [0041-0042 and 
0050]]), and transmits the EPG text and the associated speech files to a user's set top box for 
storage (specification, paragraph [0041]) and playback via navigation through aural prompt 
responses (specification, paragraphs [0041-0042 and 0046]) in combination with the additional 
step/means for downloading, at a set top box, additional speech segments/sections not included 
in the originally downloaded (i.e., "further portion") EPG speech data sections that correspond to 
a EPG text grid cursor location in the EPG text grid (i.e., grid intervals for which the original 
speech data was downloaded) from a server in response to a user-selected cursor location on an 
EPG grid (specification, paragraphs [0048-0049]). 
Most Pertinent Prior Art: 

Chang (U.S. PG Publication: 2004/0168187) establishes that the ability to download and 
store speech files corresponding to EPG programming intervals from a server (Paragraph 0034), 
request portions from EPG speech files for different program intervals (Paragraph 0034; and 
Figs. 4-5), provide program selection speech prompts to a user (Paragraphs 0021 and 0031- 
0032; and Figs. 3-5), and convert EPG text-to-speech for transmission at a server (Paragraph 
0034 and Fig. 6, Element 86) are all well-established in the art. Chang is deficient in teaching 
the applicants' claim recitation of the steps/means for downloading further segments of speech 
files, not included in the originally downloaded set of speech files corresponding to a particular 
EPG time interval based on a cursor position in an EPG grid, from a server for immediate 
playback. Chang does teach that EPG text data and associated voice files may be transmitted at 
certain intervals (Paragraph 0034), but these periods correspond to specific times and do not 
include the immediate download of speech file portions based on a grid cursor position. Since 
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Chang only downloads the EPG text and corresponding speech files at once and does not 
download specific further/additional portions of only speech for already-downloaded EPG grid 
text for immediate playback based on cursor position, Chang does not specifically teach or fairly 
suggest the applicants' claimed invention. 

Upon further search, U.S. Patent 6,025,837 to Matthews et al was also considered. This 
reference teaches that specific EPG text data can be downloaded in response to a user request 
(Col. 9, Lines 45-55). In the presently claimed invention, however, the EPG text data has 
already been downloaded and only a portion of a speech signal for an EPG text grid location that 
has no locally stored speech file portion is downloaded. Thus, Matthews only teaches that 
further text can be downloaded, not that the text is downloaded and then missing portions of 
speech data is downloaded based on a selected cursor position. Even if taken in combination 
with the teachings of Chang this feature would not be recognized as obvious by one of ordinary 
skill in the art because neither reference makes known/obvious how a further specific portion of 
a speech file would be downloaded based on a cursor position for already-downloaded EPG text. 
Also, Chang indicates minimizing transmission of data (Paragraph 0034). Thus, the presently 
claimed invention would not be obvious over the prior art of record. 

The further dependent claims further limit allowable independent claims containing, and 
thus, are also allowable over the prior art of record by virtue of their dependency.
